vt Let every man , if possible , gather some good books 
under his roof.”— Channing. 

And “Hark you , sir. I'll have them very fairly 
bou nd.”— Shakespeare. 

Both to aid in the purchase of books, and to 
kindle the love of good literature, is the purpose 
of this little catalogue raisonnd. The first pur¬ 
pose is answered by the list, which gives the 
prices of the best or most popular editions ; the 
second by the bits of criticism which throw some 
light on the characteristics of each author. This 
guide does not pretend to provide for the fas¬ 
tidious collector of rare books and costly edi¬ 
tions ; but is intended to thoroughly provide for 
every one who, not for show or curiosity, but 
for use and enjoyment, wishes “ to gather some 
good books under his roof.” Scarcely an 
author is given whose works are not counted 
among the treasures of literature, and scarcely 
an edition omitted which might seem indispen¬ 
sable for the founding of the home library. 
Perhaps greater inconsistency may be found in 
the selection of contemporary writers ; but as 
they must be measured by a different standard 
from those who have stood the test of time, it 
has been decided to make them the subject of 
a special supplement, should the present at¬ 
tempt prove sufficiently encouraging to justify 
further efforts in this direction. 

A word of advice to book-buyers is not out 
of place here. Whoever can afford to buy the 
best edition should never begrudge its price. 

“ Buy, reade, and nidge, 

The price do not grudge— 

It will doe thee more pleasure 
Than twice soe much treasure.” 
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A good book is an investment for life, and 
a good edition retains its value for all time. 
The only safe place to look for a recognized 
edition is the book-store of good standing. 
There has sprung up within the past few years 
a class of books in gaudy covers, manufactured 
for the cheap counter, which, like cheap finery, 
can give no genuine pleasure, and which in 
good company is easily detected,—to the dis¬ 
credit of the owner. It is not necessary that 
the edition be costly,—for all the classics are 
published in good editions to suit every purse, 
•—but it is as important to note the publisher’s 
imprint on the book as it is to note the trade¬ 
mark on any genuine article. Sat sapienti! 
But it is better to own the cheapest edition of 
a good book than no books at all. For “to 
be without books of your own is the abyss of 
penury; don’t endure it!” exclaims Ruskin. 
And it is the same author who says, “ All books 
are divisible into two classes,—the books of the 
hour, and the books of all time.” 

In order to meet the criticisms which may be 
suggested by this first section, it should be ex¬ 
plained that the necessity of presenting the En¬ 
closure Catalogue within a certain space, made 
a division of material (not at first intended) im¬ 
perative, which resulted in a few inconsisten¬ 
cies in drawing the lines. A number of works 
will be missed, which perhaps have a better 
claim to the title, “ Books of all Time,” than 
many others that are included, but this will be 
explained, and to some extent remedied, by the 
second (topical) section of the Enclosure Cata¬ 
logue which, with the title Literature of Knowl¬ 
edge, will under its specific headings (such as : 
“ United States,” “ England,” “ Greece,” “ Civ¬ 
ilization,” “ Literature,” “ Political Economy,” 
etc.), give the works of such authors as Ban¬ 
croft, Froude, Gibbon, Grote, Hume, Buckle, 
Mill, and others, whose works can be properly 
classed under topical headings. It is true that 
a few of the historians, such as Hallam, Ma¬ 
caulay, Motley, Prescott, and others, are col¬ 
lectively included in the first section, but their 
special works will again appear under their 
respective topics in the second section. This 
(.Literature of Knowledge') will include the 
most trustworthy works for the study of litera¬ 
ture, art, philosophy, history, biography, etc., 
with authoritative notes, briefly stating the 
merit or characteristics of the more prominent 
works. The third section of the Enclosure 
Catalogue will be devoted to Books for the 
Young , and will also be accompanied by anno¬ 
tations, in addition to a system of notation in¬ 
dicating the suitableness of books for girls or 
for boys, or for a certain age. This will be the 
last section intended for publication this year, 
and it is expected to be ready for the fall trade. 

Booksellers are invited to send for samples 
of the first section, which can be used to the 
best advantage at the present season. 


THE LIBRARY JOURNAL PRIZE QUES¬ 
TION. 

From the Library Journal, December. 

The extension of time granted to the library 
representatives, finally resulted in the respect¬ 
able number of fifty-three competitors, scoring 
5300 votes—no easy task to count and tabulate. 
The decision was made by counting each entry 
of a book as a vote for that book, and by cred¬ 
iting each list with the total number of votes 
which each of its books thus received. This 
will appear clearer by consulting the tabulated 
list below, which will enable any one to make 
an approximate estimate of the standing of his 
own individual list. Lifting out the hundred 
books which received the highest votes, it will 
be seen that, should any one have been so fort¬ 
unate as to have selected these hundred books, 
he would have scored the highest possible to¬ 
tal, viz.: 1928. The two lists which come 
nearest to this possible maximum, and are 
therefore entitled to the first and second prizes, 
score 1692 and 1654 respectively, falling nearly 
250 votes short of the maximum. As both 
these lists were contributed by persons con¬ 
nected with the office of the Library journal , 
Literary news , and Publishers ’ vueekly, and as 
both competitors (who only joined in the con¬ 
test to add, as well as to test, their own experi¬ 
ence) naturally decline to claim their actual 
share in the awards, it has been decided to dis¬ 
tribute their shares among those whose lists fol¬ 
low in merit the four successful ones. Accord¬ 
ing to this distribution, the following is there¬ 
fore the list of awards :

This division exhausts the $100 appropriated 
as prize money, but the two succeeding votes, 
viz. : the 18th, Davis L. James, Cincinnaii, and 
the 19th, Miss M. M. Monachesi, New York, fol¬ 
low so closely upon the foregoing with votes of 
1239 and 1237 respectively (the next vote drop¬ 
ping to 1159), that a special prize is awarded to 
each of these competitors, consisting of one 
year’s subscription to the Library journal and 
Literary news or the Publishers' weekly and 
Literary news, as may be preferred. [It is a 
noteworthy fact that among the. booksellers 
named above will be recognized some of the 
most successful competitors on the prize ques¬ 
tions offered through the Publishers’ weekly a 
few years ago.] The lowest count was 260. 

It should be mentioned that some competitors 
who presented excellent lists have lost their 
chance by the violation or oversight of the 
rules of the contest. Many persons have put 
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in books which were distinctly excluded ac¬ 
cording to the list of exceptions. In several 
cases the same book appeared twice in the same 
list. In all such cases the competitor has 
thrown away his chance, for, in the first in¬ 
stance, the books chosen received only his in¬ 
dividual votes and, in the second, the duplicate 
did not receive the total vote of its first entry, 
but could be treated only as if it were an ad¬ 
ditional single vote. 

In order to fully understand the object of the 
prize question and the relative value of the lists 
below, it is necessary to turn to the conditions 
stated in the Libtary journal for June, page 185. 
The following rules, however, as particularly 
important, are here repeated : 

1. The object of the present prize question is to obtain a 
list of books (other than poetry, fiction, juveniles, and such 
as are enumerated under 4) which a majority of the compet¬ 
itors agree should be found in every library for getieral 
readers. 

4. The answers shall consist of a list of 100 individual 
works (independent of the number of volumes) selected with 
the restrictions as specified below. 

Excluded from competition : 

a. Works not properly belonging to the present century. 

b. Poetry, fiction, and juveniles (reserved for a future prize 
question). 

c. Encyclopaedias, dictionaries, gazetteers, atlases, epito¬ 
mes of authors, selections (even if accompanied by introduc- 
Stion or sketches of authors), and periodicals. 

d Technical and professional works ; dogmatic theology ; 
elementary text-books. 

e The works of Bancroft, Carlyle, Darwin, De Qttincey, 
Emerson, Freeman, Froude, Goethe, Green (J. R.), Grote, 
Hallam, Hawthorne, Hood, Humboldt (A. v.), Hunt 
(Leigh), Huxley, Irving, Jameson (Mrs.), Lamb, Macaulay, 
Mill (John S.), Milman, Motley, Parkman, Prescott, Rus- 
kin, Schiller, Spencer (Herbert), Strickland (Mrs.), Taylor,

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HENRY IVISON. 

From the N . Y . Times , Jan . 10. 

Among the business changes incidental to 
the season, one that will attract great attention 
in the book trade is the retirement of Mr. Henry 
Ivison from the publishing house of which he 
has been the head for more than thirty years. 
It is understood that he transfers his entire 
capital in the firm of Ivison, Blakeman, Taylor 
& Co. to his only living son, David B. Ivison, 
who has been a partner with him since 1863. 
Mr. Ivison was born in Glasgow in 1808. He 
came to this country with his parents in 1820, 
and, in the same year, entered the family and 
employment of William Williams, of Utica, 
N. Y., who was then the principal bookseller in 
the western part of the State. In 1830 he began 
business for himself at Auburn, and at ,once 
took a leading position in the trade. In 1846 
he moved to this city, and became a partner 
with Mark H. Newman, who was the first pub¬ 
lisher that had up to that time succeeded in 
making a connected and graduated set of school¬ 
books. On the death of Mr. Newman the 
whole care of the business devolved upon him, 
and he carried it on successfully alone for 
several years. It increased rapidly under his 
enterprising management, and he found it de¬ 
sirable to seek assistance, and in 1856 the firm 
became Ivison & Phinney. The house had now 
grown to be one of the first rank, and its pub¬ 
lications were used more or less in the schools 
of every State in the Union, its lists of authors 
comprising many educational writers whose 
names have since become famous, as C. W. 
Sanders, Dr. McElligott, Dr. Asa Gray, David 
A. Wells ; Profs. Woodbury, Fasquelle, etc. 
From his first connection with the book trade 
until within a few years past, covering a period 
of more than half a century, Mr. Ivison gave 
the most assiduous attention to business. Lat¬ 
terly he has left the management of the concern 
largely to his partners, and now retires in good 
health and robust body to enjoy repose and the 
ease and comfort of family and social surround¬ 
ings. 

Among the characteristics of Mr. Ivison’s busi¬ 
ness life the fine qualities of head and heart 
were ever conspicuous. To his partners and 
employes he was like the head of a family, and 
his influence pervaded every department of the 
concern. It is said that he never had a harsh 
word with a partner; that he never sued or 
was sued in his life, and that no piece of his 
business paper ever passed maturity. Those 
who succeed him will still have the benefit of 
his counsel and experience. Mr. Ivison will 
carry with him into his retirement the cordial 
wishes of the trade and of hosts of people who 
have received instruction from some one or 
more of the text-books which have borne his 
name, for many years of health and happiness.

The Sun re¬ 
ports that “ Receiver Randolph and Trustee 
Wilson said they could not give the creditors 
much information because the books were in so 
confused a condition that it would be useless to 
set even an expert accountant at them. Cus¬ 
tomers’ accounts were kept on cards in pigeon¬ 
holes, and if the cards got lost the accounts 
were extinct. Several of the creditors showed 
circulars of a new concern which it was said 
Mr. Alden was getting up on the plan of the 
American'Book Exchange—a ‘ Useful Knowl¬ 
edge * concern.”
